Deanr Friexp : Sinee parting with you
in Paris onthe 22d of Javuary, 1882, 1
have led a decidedly nomadie life full ofex-
citement to me, and having in it, perbaps,
something  of interest tvo my frieuds in
America. Kuoowiag that you ate in a po-
sition to uso a little material which I send
voul will write to you an accournt of a
diseovery which 1 ehanced to make, and
which I think may be of importancze to
people inAmerica, Sheuld yeu use the sub.
stance of this letter for publication there
will, of ceurse, be those who will be led
to inguire wkat object I conld bave had
in coming to Siberia.

AUCUNVIUTS FEAKFUL LEAP.

Jumplng From the Top Tier of the Balti-
more ¥rison to the ¥riek Floor Below
Bupert Spencer, aged twenty-two, who

was sentenced a few days ago to thirteen

years' imprisonment in the penitentiary
for thie murder of Boss, in East Baltimore,
made a desperate atteinpt to commit sui-
cide by leaping from tho iifth tier of the
iustitution to the brick floor below, a
distance of nearly one hundred and fifty
feet.
